A writer in The Leisure Hour and onotuei 


in Tbti London Times make many valuable 
suggestions, some of which we copy If these 
suggestions were observed in case of fire lives 
might often be saved which would, without 
the presence of mind no necessary under cir- 
cumstances of peril, almost certainly bo lost 
The one thing, above all others, which is 
most necessary for saving life and property 
IB case of fire is that which, alas! is generally 
wanting—namely, jireswco of mind. And 
siwaly it is never more needful than in deal 
ing with cases of fire arising from the care- 
lessness of others. 
» 


Presence of mind <• greatly dependent on 


knowing what is best to be done under con 
ditfoaB of alarm or dangei 
If this knowl- 


edge is acquired, a very moderate amount of 
courage and some common sense will enable 
persons to act with discretion and consequent 
safety in very trying circumstances. 


In reading the details of an inquest held on 


the unfortunate victim of a fire at a cele- 
brated mansion the other day, one was forci- 
bly struck with the entire absence of this 
presence of mind in every one concerned. If 
the Sre were canoed by the upset lamp, and 
the victim had had the knowledge, the self- 
possession, and quickness to draw 
the 


blankets from her bed in the same room, to 
throw them on the fire, and afterward to 
saturate them with water, the fire would 
never have spread, and she would not have 
lost her life. 


In a large private house containing many 


inmates two ladies occupied the bed room be- 
hind the drawing-room, into which it opened 
by folding doors. 
One cold winter morn- 


ing, two or three years ago, as they were 
dressing they could hear the noise made by 
the household in the adjoining room in nib- 
bing and polishing the floor with turpentine 
and beeswax It ceased for some little time, 
and one of the ladies opened a leaf of the 
folding doors to see why it had ceased No 
one was in the room The maid had evt 
dently been called off in a hurry, and in leav- 
ing had placed her earthen Jar full of mixed 
turpentine and beeswax on the hob! It had 
just caught fire, and presented an awful 
blaze to the horrified view of the beholder. 
Her exclamation brought her friend to her 
side, and both looked aghast at the now roar- 
ing conflagration, which grew more violent 
every moment The danger wag too appar- 
ent Supposing the jar should burst and the 
whole of that molten stuff should be poured 
out into the fire 1 
"Draw the bath as near as yoa can to the 
door," said the younger lady, and, as her 
friend turned back to execute her behest, she 
moved quickly to the fireplace, and with the 
aid of a thick towel, which she fortunately 
held in her hand, she took up the jar and 
carried it, all flaring as it wan, slbwl) and 
steadily into the next room, where she quietly 
stood it—upright still—in the centre of the tin 
bath, which her friend had fffltd with water 
The great danger was over, there stall re- 
mained the dreaa that the boiling fluid might 
overflow upon the surface of the water, but 
a heavy wet towel soon smothered the flames 
and disposed of this fear. 


Now, this is exactly one of the accidents 
which lead to great dreg in the tack of prbs- 
enoe of mind & the beholders. 
It is some years ago 4M>w that a girl-friend 


of mine, only lately married, was standing 
one hot summer's day in front of the inantei- 
pJece sealing a letter at a lighted candle She 
was dressed in a thin muslin gown widely 
distended by crinoline, and when, in the 
coureeof her sealing, she let fall a flaming 
drop of wax on the front of her dress, "the 
flames," as she afterward described it, 
"biased up in her face in « moment " She 
retreated a step or two, fell on her knees, and 
gathered the thick hearthrug closely about 
Eer, thus smothering the fire completely A 
short time after she was found'by her hor- 
rified hustattd lying on the floor in the same 
place, with the hearthrug still wrapped round 
her—unhurt, but quite inmnsible 
In many of the newspapers not very long 


ago there appeared the story of » similar ac- 
cident to a youne girl, with a different end- 
ing, alas! The inflammable agent in this case 
was a lighted match. Frightened beyond 
measure, the unfortunate girl rushed from 
the room and down a long passage—the 
flames becoming greater ana flower every 
moment—and oat into the open air through 
B garden door, in the hope or reaching a pond 
which was in the orchard below This place 
of refuge she managed to reach, but too late 
to be of any avail, for she was so severely 
burnt that no life was perceptible when a 
short time afterword she was taken out of 
tha shallow water. 
In the case of either a chimney or a roam 
catching fire, the first tiling to be thought of 
is to exclude all draughts, for it is certain 
that the slightest current of air-will Increase 
the force of the fire. All the doors and 
windows should be shut at once, and if the 
chimney be on flre e. wet blanket, «r table 
cover in a dining-room should be immediately 
fastened to the top of the mantel-piece, so as 
to exclude all draughts from the opening of 
the chimney and entirely cover the grate, 
shutting the trap first, if possible This will 
In most coses make the are go out of itself 
You may throw into the grate a few hand- 
fills of salt. Water should never be thrown 
down from above, as it spoils the carpets and 
furniture unnecessarily 


If the window or bed curtains catch fii-c, 
beat them with tho thickest woolen etu-mont 
yon can lay your hands upon. Window cur- 
tains can In most coses be torn down with a 
violent jerk, and.this will prevent the flames 
from extending to the woodwork of toe win- 
dows. In escaping from a burntog house or 
roam, remember that the air nearest the floor 
is clearer than any, nnd go on yfnnt hands 
and knees at once. A wot c lotto, or handker- 
chief, tied over the mouth and nose keeps out 
smoke, will help the breathing, and prevent 
suffocation it too much oppressed. 
In a bed room, carefully but well saturate 


a blanket with the water available, and 
cm«iin0' on your hands and knees, thus 
osLHjarng from the thickest of the smoke 
which ascends, approach the seat Of the Are 
and endo&vor to (stifle or beat out tthe flame. 
A wet blanket, or even a dry one, speedily 


* will extinguish many • small confla-

An old gentleman I once beard of used to 
to drill his children into how to act in case ot 
Ore Each of them had a special office allotted 
him—one to wake and count the household 
awl to give the alarm, a second to find the 
cause of the fire and if possible put it out, to 
bring water and otherwise help 111 extinguish- 
ing it, a third to take charge of plate and 
other raloables and to convey everything 
possible to a place of safety 
Then- father 
used to declare that, so well were they drilled, 
he had tested them by a false alarm in the 
middle of the night ahJ found them quite 
equal to the occasion 
In mansions a"of large houses, buckets of 
water should be placed on every floor, and 
kept for use in case of flre only 
Be very careful with the available water, 
especially so where tho quantity is limited 
An ordinary rag of water may be sufficient to 
extinguish a body of flames if Judiciously 
used. 


The servants in all establishments fitted 
with hydrants and hose or other fire brigade 
appliances should be occasionally practiced 
in a fire drill, sudden alarm always being re- 
sorted to for practice 
It is well to whiten the roofs of houses in 
summer weather, in order to lessen the great 
heat in the lofts, which renders rafters and 
woodwork«gejierally exceedingly dry

As I have stated over and over again, (here 


are too many square people to the number of

They asked me one night to respond to a toast 
at a London dinner 
I told them I 


waa good on geography, and that was 
all I did know 
However. I gavo them 
a few Yankee facts. I told them I thought 
America ought to have been discovered by an 
Englishman instead of by Christopher Co- 
lumbus, for the English float their flag in every 
port, in every clime, in both hemispheres. I 
took particular pains to blow our trumpet, and 
suppose I will be abused for it 
I told tliom 


wa had about 55,000,000 of people and if we 
over got into an argument with a foreign na- 
tion, the English being relatives of ourselves, 
we should have to borrow some of England's 
ships to protect; ue, as we have none of our 
own, and a etanding army of only 25,000 men, 
composed almost entirely of officers But that 
they had better not interfere with Uncle Sam, 
for he oould build as many ships in two years 
as they could in twenty We could organize 
an army of 1,000,000 men and equip them in 
ninety days, in case of the necessity of a de- 
fense 


We are raising wheat, oats, barley, rye and 
beef to prevent them from starving to death. 
They have standing armies, groat navies, plen- 
ty of money, mnsolo aa<J brains; bnt they aro 
beginning to realize they most come to us to 
fill their omptv stomachs I told an editor of 
one of the Condon papers one day that they 
were bankrupt in their soil, their religion and 
their politics. It did not take us more than 
fifteen minntes to got into a wideawake quar- 
relWhat I meant by that, in my way of put- 
ting things, was, that the church was doing 
a great deal towards burdening the people, 
through its tithe-gatherers. The enforced 
taxation of the people to support a church is 
something I am opposed to It is essentially 
un-American. America is a standing proof 
that the church or any number of churches 
can be supported without the compulsory 
power of the state behind them. 
The little 
red school-house on the hill is the fortress of 
freedom among our people, and it is proper 
for the state to sustain that, bnt churches 
can be maintained by voluntary subscriptions. 
Why ahonld the Catholic Irishman or tne 
Methodist American be taxed to support the 
Episcopal church, of which I am a member? 
An established church is a humbug 
These church tithes on land are paid by 
many for the benefit of a very few people 
Why, one archbishop gets, I think, a salary 
equal to J125,000 of our money, counting his 
perquisite. All the money mode in England, 
Ireland, Scotland, and Wales, and in all of the 
British provinces outside of England, comes to 
London. People make their money in India, 
Australia, Canada, tha United States, and 
China, but they coma to London to spend if. 
The increase of population in London is about 
50,000 per annum.

Emigration IB the only safety-valve 
they have. The r soil u bankrupt from being 
cultivated some 700 or 800 years, and the cost

people are just beginning to realize their true 
position. The deep sea telegraph and the tele- 
phone are making each nation familiar with 
the other They are commg here with their 
experience of all these ages, and perhaps some

To prove to you how 
overcrowded they are, I will mention a few 
statements which I know to be facts 


A graduate of the law school of the univer- 
sity of Oxford told me there were twenty four 
m bis okas. Two years or more since, only 
four out of the twenty-tour were practicing. 
My informant and his schoolmates are em- 
ployed in their fathers' offices, and two others, 
by personal influence, hare obtained positions 
yielding £100 per annum 
Twenty out of the 
twenty-fout woie idle The rules of the 
English bar require that they shall nerve two 
years in a barrister's olfioe before thay receive 
their final certificates. For two years ther 
have been idle and cannot earn enough pennies 
to pay for their stage faros. 
Now, this is not 
an exaggerated picture of the overcrowded 
professions of England and Europe. At a 
Lotel where wo were stopping the bead waiter1!* 
salar) was £3 a month. The engineer on MI 
express train Rets about 91 75 per day for ten 
hours' woik This must be an expert engineer. 
Their average price for railroad employes is 
less than one half of what they get in this 
country 
Of course their mouey goes farther 
than gnra, as the rate of money is proportion- 
ately cheaper than ours

Iren mourn. He told ns that the 
condition of the laboring masses was 
•Booming worse each year. I disa- 
gree with him there. The firat work 
! ever did in Decatnr was in 
1859. 


: was then a stout, active hand, aad 
received as high wages as was re- 
ceived by any other hand for 
com- 


mon labor—one dollar per day. Oar- 
tenters got ¥1.25 per day. 
'Ihe first 


reek I worked six days and received 
ix dollars. I spent three dollars 
or grub, and hoarded up three dol- 
lars for the next week. On Monday 
night I went to Weasel's shoe store 
o get my wife a pair of shoes; the 
lerktold me that the bank was 
>roke, that my three dollars was not 
worth a cent 
This, my dear 


riends, was in good, old Democratic 
imes, when we had no National 
debt, few railroads, and no great mo- 
nopolies like the National Banks, 
and it was before we had any great 
abor exodus from Europe. At that 
ime it cost as much to live as it 
doeanow—only whisky was cheaper, 
which could then be bought for 15 
cents a quait Let me tell you, my 
lear fellow-toilers, we are paid bet- 
ter wages, get better money, wear 
better clothes, eat better grab, than 
he wage workers of this or any 
other country on earth ever did bo- 
ore.

However, 
he refused to detail any advance move- 
ments of CrooV , although he says be knows 
from personal communication with that 
officer that the Apache war is not at an end 
by any means. Agent Wilcox is personally 
oppwed, ta well as his wards, against 
receiving back on the reservation the 385 
captive 
Chlrachuas taken 
by General 
Crook. The Apaches on the reservation 
would

arms,

thou- 
sand strong, says Wilcox. 
rather than 


allow the renegades to return to the 
reservation. To permit a return would 
only be sowing the seed ot discord, which 
would undoubtedly lead to an uprising in 
time. Wilcox does not believe Crook will 
insist on bringing the renegades in under 
the position, but thinks be will keep them 
at CuinftflraDt. toward which he is now 
marchineV until Secretary Lincoln makes up 
hie mlncf as to what disposition to make of 
the murderous outfit. Wilcox says the 
Apache Indian troubles have been greatly 
exaggerated, and have brought great loss to 
the territory. He estimates that 10,000 
peaplc have left the country during the 
present season on account of the uprising, 
and that the territory has received a set- 
back of two yean In its advancement. He 
iaya the blame greatly to the press of the 
territory, which has magnified a molehill 
into a mountain. Agent Wilcox left the 
reservation Friday, when everything was 
qniet. On that day there was a great pow- 
wow among the Indiana, and they resolved 
to natot by force of arms the return of the 
Chlrleahuas. Wfloox will return to the 
agency in a few days.
